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Wastewater Treatment From Flush To Finish 

#1: The Fairhaven Wastewater Treatment Facility

We flush and forget about it. But what happens 
when your child asks for an in-depth elucidation on what 
happens to that which you put in the toilet once you flush 
it? 

Of course, first you must admit that you actually 
don't know all the details other than it runs through a 
pipe underground and goes to the wastewater treatment 
plant (or septic system) to be de-pooped and processed. 
Then you wonder how many other people wonder the 
same thing. So, you call your local wastewater treatment 
facility and ask for a tour. Or maybe that's just what you 
do when you work for a newspaper, and it is your child 
that asked you. 

Wastewater treatment. It has often appeared in 
our local news recently, especially with Marion facing 
an uncertain future of its own wastewater treatment 
facility in light of tighter restrictions suggested in the 
town's renewal of the Environmental Protection Agency's 
National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) permit. 

Now might be a good time to learn some more 
about the business of your business, and we start today 
with #1 - kind of literally, actually. We start with the 
Fairhaven Wastewater Treatment Facility on Arsene Street 
in Fairhaven, which services some 1,780 Mattapoisett 
homes accounting for about 10-percent of the facility's 
wastewater doodies. (We meant duties). 

Fairhaven Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Vincent Furtado took us on a fun-filled 
flush-to-finish adventure of Fairhaven' s sewer treatment 
plant. So, let's get this potty started with a little history

about the facility before we take a trip that begins in your 
toilet and ends in the New Bedford Harbor. 

The Fairhaven Wastewater Treatment Facility 
started herding turds back in 1969 and was upgraded 
in 1989 after the 1972 Clean Water Act was enacted 
requiring wastewater treatment plants to have a biological 
component to the treatment process as a way to reduce 
nitrogen pollution. The plant was again upgraded and 
fitted with a new anaerobic digester in 2012 thanks to a 
$7 million grant that helped fund the roughly $9 million 
project. 

Mattapoisett, said Furtado, owns 16 percent of the 
facility and pays 16 percent of the cost of running it. 

Designed to process up to 5 million gallons a day 
(MGD) of wastewater flow, it processes about 2.7 MGD 
and, during storm events, flows can peak at 16 MGD. 

Two categories of wastewater are directed to the 
facility in two different pipes: sanitary sewer wastewater 
and storm sewer wastewater. Stormwater, although it can 
carry with it debris, requires less treatment than sanitary 
wastewater, so the process for treatment is shorter. 

The process, once you flush your toilet, drain the 
washing machine, take a shower or drain the bath, takes 
from a half day to one day to complete. 

From your house, the wastewater travels 
underground and is pulled by gravity through a pipe 
sized from 8 to 24 inches laid at a pitch, moving at a speed 
of 2 to 10 feet per second. 

"If it went any faster, the water would go and the 
paper would stay behind," said Furtado. The wastewater 
travels through one or more pump stations (depending 
on how far away your house is from the plant) before it

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her seed mix. 
How can l get her to eat the other seeds. 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet. Ok, 
in the short run, but severely deficient over time. Seeds 
lack vitamin A and a number of essential oils. 

What should I feed my parrot? 

Feed pellet bird food. It looks like dry dog or cat food 
but much smaller, and its formulated for birds. To this 
add fresh fruits and vegetables. Offer the seeds for 10 
minutes in the morning and 10 minutes in the evening 
and leave the pellets, fruits and veggies available for 
the rest of the day.

reaches Arsene Street where the excitement begins. 

The wastewater flows directly to the Preliminary 
Treatment (PT) building where the flow is pinched off and 
slowed to 1 foot per second to strain out the solids, debris, 
and grit picked up along the way. 

"Solids remain in suspension, and the sand that's 
being carried by the water falls out," said Furtado. He 
described this PT process as something like a sieve or 
screen of parallel bars placed closely together to strain 
and separate paper and plastic debris flushed down the 
toilet. 

The stuff that some people flush - plastic objects, 
plastic bags, diapers, sometimes figurines and toys - gets 
collected, raked up with a pitchfork, and thrown into 
large plastic bins for disposal into the landfill. 

The PT Building is the first building on the right 
after passing through the chain-link fence that surrounds 
the site. A large pipe fitted with a hookup for pump trucks 
and RVs is situated at the bottom of the incline leading 
up to the building. About halfway up the hill is when the 
smell finally hits you. 

It's a swampy, swarthy mix of basement musk 
and fecal matter - sort of like a moist laundry hamper of 
dingy wet underwear that's been sitting around a while. 
This smell is one of the subtle nuances of wastewater 
treatment plant scents that are in store for the visitor; 
however, these scents are a thing of the past to sewage 
treatment workers. Unless something out of the ordinary

happens, they are immune to it - it's a "been there, dung 
that" situation of the nose. 

Then, as you open the heavy door to the PT 
Building, you know you are in the bowels of a sewer 
plant. The stench is the first to welcome you - until 
a collection of toys and odds and ends lined in a row 
attracts your eye, and it doesn't take long to realize 
where the giant green Lego, plastic teeth, and Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer figurine came from. (Oh, plastic 
SpongeBob, where you must have been and what you 
must have seen!) 

There is wastewater running though the room 
from various channels that move through the strainers 
before exiting toward the #2 stop in the process: the 
clarifiers. 

There are eight round concrete clarifiers on 
the site, but only two were running the afternoon of 
Thursday, January 14. 

These 15-foot deep cement bowls hold the 
wastewater as heavier solids sink to the bottom and a 
metal arm skims the top of the water as oils float to the

surface and are removed. It takes two to four hours in the 
clarifier to separate about 40 percent of the "sludge" (solid 
human waste) from the water. 

At the waters edge surrounding the perimeter 
are 3- to 4-inch cement blocks that meet each other in a 
'V' shaped notch where processed water flows out like a 
fountain and is run through to the next level: the aeration 
basin. 

In the aeration basins, the grayish water is 
bubbled and makes a sizzling noise as it is oxygenated 
and introduced to anaerobic bacteria that, as Furtado put 
it, literally eat [crap] and die. 

"You just let nature take over," said Furtado. 

The bacteria consume the suspended particles of 
solid waste, get fat, die off, and sink to the bottom where 
this next level of solid separation occurs. The water is 
carefully monitored by an on-site scientist for pFi and 
quality to ensure the optimal environment for the little 
buggers to thrive. 

"It's like they're in heaven. They're having the 
time of their life," said Furtado about the microscopic 
manure munchers. 

The magic number for federal compliance, said 
Furtado, is 85, as in 85 percent purified. 

"We are always at 90, 95, 96 ... it depends on the 
day," said Furtado. "The plant does a good job here." 

From the aeration basins, the purified water 
trickles out and flows through a UV light purification 
process before it leaves the facility through a pipe that 
flows toward the outfall site at the corner of Main and 
Church Streets in Fairhaven where it is then discharged 
into New Bedford Fiarbor. 

Your actual waste, however, at this point still 
hasn't completed its journey to its final destination 
which is one of two places: it is either trucked off to an

incinerator in Woonsocket, Rhode Island to be burned, or 
it travels over to the solids processing building where it is 
shaped into yummy mud pies ready to eat - by bacteria in 
the new anaerobic digester, of course! 

In this final stop before the digester, worker Bob 
Gomes takes charge of the solids processing. Gomes has 
worked in the plant for 20 years and has been manning 
the solids station for four years. 

Gomes has been at it long enough to have lost his 
sense of wastewater smell at the plant. Yet, he can recall 
a scenario or two that could have " gagged a maggot," as 
Gomes put it. 

And Furtado reminisced with Gomes about a 
time when some students took a tour of the plant. 

"Some of the girls had their hands like this," 
Furtado said, putting his hand in front of his nose and 
grimacing. And when it was time to leave, they were 
out the door and gone as quickly as they could. "And I 
couldn't smell a blessed thing. I was like, what are they 
smelling?" 

And let's just say, even though Gomes can't smell 
it anymore, he now knows better than to go on a lunch 
run to Stop & Shop without changing his clothes first. 

Gomes controls the volume of mud pie making, 
as well as the amount of mud pies that get sent to the 
digester. 

In the digester, a happy colony of tiny poop- 
eaters thrives on your waste solids and happily burps 
out methane gas, which is collected and converted into 
electricity that is used to run the plant. Excess methane is 
released through a pipe into the atmosphere and the circle 
of life is complete. 

Just like Marion, said Furtado, Fairhaven is 
waiting to hear back from the EPA about the requirements 
of its own NPDES permit. Furtado said he understands 
the EPA wants all municipalities to lower their nitrogen 
output, but he and the rest of the department are 
requesting scientifically-derived data to back-up the new 
pollution standards. 

Furtado said the facility completed a 2014 pilot 
study on what the plant could do to further reduce 
nitrogen output utilizing a $90,000 grant from the

Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program. 

"We know it's going to be expensive chemical- 
wise," Furtado said. But with the equipment already 
at the facility's disposal, Furtado said it is already 
successfully working towards a lower nitrogen output. 
"We're a little ahead of the game . . . but the plant is 
environmentally sound." 

Our Lighthouse and Its History

On January 16, the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Council on Aging held their annual meeting. After 
conducting business, the guest speakers were invited 
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Socks 
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to share their presentation. For the next 30 minutes, the 
20-member group was entertained and enlightened by 
Betty and Bert Theriault's talk on the history of what Betty 
called, "Our lighthouse." 

The Theriaults, who are well into their esteemed 
status as elders in the community, have dedicated 40 years 
of their lives to Ned's Point Lighthouse through their 
work as members of the local Coast Guard Auxiliary. 

The couple has also spent years researching 
the history of the well-known Mattapoisett landmark. 

Bert has written a book that is a compilation from 
numerous well-researched sources in which he has pulled 
together once and for all scattered bits and pieces of the 
lighthouse's historic past. 

On this day, as Bert spoke extemporaneously, the 
love and dedication both he and Betty feel for the conical 
structure were evident. 

Theriault described the early history of the 
site and the structure that included the purchase of the 
4-acre parcel from the superintendent of lighthouses 
headquartered in Edgartown. The lighthouse and land 
were purchased from resident Barnabas Hillier for $240 in 
1837. 

In 1837, construction of the lighthouse began 
and, a year later, lamps were lighted for the first time as a 
navigation aid. 

Theriault described how the lights and lenses 
have changed over the years as newer technology became 
available. As technology changed, the need for a full-time 
lighthouse keeper also changed. By 1923, the lighthouse 
was fully automated. 

Regarding the land upon which the lighthouse 
sits, Theriault shed his illumination. It wasn't until 1939 
that the town considered purchasing the acreage from 
the federal government. By that time, the job of the 
superintendent of lighthouses had merged with the U.S. 
Coast Guard. The townspeople must have choked at 
the $7,000 price tag. They opted not to buy the land. It is 
possible that, given the impact of the Great Depression, 
Yankee thrift trumped all. But, by 1952, the country was in 
full economic swing, a post WWII boom. 

Attitudes must have changed because the town

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opted to purchase the land, and the price had been 
reduced. The property was purchased for a mere $3,000. 

Since that time, the Coast Guard and the auxiliary 
has been responsible for taking care of the structure with 
0.17 acres remaining in federal ownership. 

Yes, the tiny bit that the lighthouse sits on and 
a small easement to a utility cabinet is federal land. The 
remainder of the site belongs to Mattapoisett. The area is 
now the much-loved park that the town calls Veterans' 
Park. 

Unique to the structure itself, Betty pointed out, 
are the pink granite steps. No other lighthouse has steps 
as truly marvelous as these, she explained. 

The granite was quarried from the Buzzards Bay 
Granite Company located off Mattapoisett Neck Road. 
Each step is cantilevered into the interior wall of the 
structure in a conical shape up to a seven rung ladder 
to the top. Bert pointed out that one has to be physically 
fit to reach the top, but, once ascended, Betty said you'd 
have a "magical view." 

Although Bert can no longer enjoy the view from 
the top, his knowledge of this lighthouse and many others 
puts him in a category all his own - truly a lighthouse 
keeper if ever there was one. 

And as for Betty, she still provides ground level 
educational details for the many dozens of visitors who 
come to Ned's Point in the summer months. She said 
children must be at least 10 years of age to attempt the

Murray said nobody was injured, but the 
Mattapoisett Police E.M.S. evaluated one individual who 
later refused further treatment. 

Murray said the fire inside the unit was limited 
to the trashcan and did not spread to any other units. No 
damage was reported of the surrounding area. 

Due to the cold, firefighters allowed the elderly 
tenants to re-enter the lobby of the public housing 
complex as the fire was being extinguished, since smoke 
had not spread into that part of the building. 

"I believe smoking is allowed in the building, 
yes," said Chief Murray when questioned. 

The Town of Marion was called for assistance and 
the Fairhaven Fire Department provided station coverage 
for the Town of Mattapoisett during the incident.

hangs at the site does not resemble the standard signs the 
Department of Public Works uses throughout town. DPW 
Superintendent Rob Zora was present to confirm it. 

"That area is not in the town layout. That was 
put there by the developer of Marconi Village," said 
Selectman Jody Dickerson. 

Marum told him the housing manager told her it 
was a town sign, not a private housing sign.

It's been a long time coming, nearly 20 years since 
fees have been increased for those enjoying Mattapoisett 
Harbor as their port of call.

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For decades, the town has had to attempt 
to collect boating data from marinas that purchased 
moorings from the town. That data was used to bill 
boaters for their sticker fees and to collect excise taxes 
due to the town. All in attendance on this evening agreed 
it was an imperfect system fraught with inconsistencies, 
errors, and omissions. 

Simmons said marinas and similar commercial 
enterprises were required to provide the town with 
accurate records of who rented the moorings from them, 
but she and her staff had to make inspections to ensure 
that all watercraft were properly permitted. 

The proposed new process eliminates those 
problems. 

Commercial moorings are currently purchased 
from the town for $50 each. The new fee would be $60. 
Presently, boat owners are required to purchase stickers 
or permits from the town. In the new plan, the marinas 
would be responsible for collecting that fee and issuing 
the permit. The estimated total cost to the average boat 
owner would be $200. 

And that isn't the only change for businesses 
catering to the boating community. Business owners of 
commercial slips will now be charged a fee. Currently, 
they pay nothing. Now the town proposes to charge them 
an estimated $210 per slip, which would include the 
sticker. Again, the business owner would be responsible 
for handling the paperwork. 
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"That is a good system," said Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne. "A flat fee - we won't have to go chasing 
it." 

Cornish questioned whether business owners 
would go along with the changes to a flat rate, wondering 
about the expenses they would have to carry for a 
mooring they might not be able to rent. 

"They can rent them or give them back to the 
town" Selectman Jordan Collyer said. 

Silva said, "This is a pretty conservative 
increase," noting the number of years since such fees were 
last examined and adjusted. 

This is just the first step in a series of fee increases

"By the time we get done with all this, we might 
be done at midnight," Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
Chairman Richard Cutler joked as he emerged from the 
cold on January 14. He carried a tall stack of folders in his 
arms.

"Yes, we do," Cutler said. Luckily, most of the 
business took up relatively little time. 

The board breezed through previous minutes and 
moved on to discussing the building plans for the gas 
station at the intersection of Routes 28 and 58 in northern 
Rochester. 

"The entry road is tiny" said board member 
Kirby Gilmore. "I don't know how they're going to get 
any car of substance into that gas station." 

"A Smart car?" offered Jeffrey Costa. 

"One of those might just fit," Gilmore replied. 

Putting aside the gas station plans, the board 
turned to appeal hearings. The first appeal of the night 
was from Kerri L. Sousa for property located at 7 Marion 
Road. This was a continuation from the December 10, 

2015 meeting. 

Sousa was seeking a variance from the Section 
VIII. C.l, Special Permit provision by the Zoning Bylaws, 
which intends the house only for persons of age 55 or 
over. At the hearing, she announced that she had changed 
her plans. 

"I would like to withdraw the appeal for variance 
from the Special Permit, and instead would like to file a 
petition to modify the Special Permit," Sousa said. 

"Why is this taking so long?" asked Cutler.

"I just feel that I want it done right," Sousa 

replied. 

"Well, a modification of the permit would 
be better in the long run," Cutler agreed. "Have you 
submitted the paperwork yet?" 

Sousa replied that she hadn't, but would be 
visiting the town hall to do so the next day

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Tabor to Return With Backstop Safety Plan 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals on January 
14 told the folks at Tabor Academy to come back again, 
and next time bring with them an actual safety plan 
that Tabor would like to propose as it starts a new path 
towards keeping its unpermitted backstop. 

Head of School John Quirk again expressed his 
apologies for the history and placement of the backstop 
and for taking up so much of the Town's time. 

"We acknowledge the project . . . really could have 
gone better and should have gone better," said Quirk. He 
proposed that removing the backstop now might not only 
be unnecessary, but also a detriment to the community in 
regards to safety. 

Front Street residents Peter Smith and Shirley 
Reynolds were a testament to the need for safety, 
and perhaps further safety, claiming that both have 
experienced balls coming from the field and hitting their 
vehicles while driving by. Since the placement of the 
backstop. Smith said, he has been hit twice, most recently 
back on October 26, 2015. 

"I could've had a heart attack," Smith said. 

"There was quite a lump on it (the car)." It could have 
been a lacrosse ball, he said, but he never did find the ball. 
"It really hit the roof of our vehicle," he added. 

"Mine was a baseball on my car," said Reynolds. 

Smith noted that Tabor does not usually put 
up an additional safety net to keep balls inside the field 
during that time of year. He addressed the board, saying 
that after the second incident he finally called the school 
to complain. 

"If the roof of my vehicle starts rusting, you're 
going to hear from me and get a bill," said Smith. "So far, 
you're in luck," he added, eliciting some laughs. 

Quirk said removing the backstop would be a 
hardship for the school, given the topography of the land 
and the field's proximity to the street. The backstop is 
needed to keep balls inside the field. 

The board asked about how Quirk plans to 
enhance the safety of the backstop, and he responded 
that Tabor had not yet sought engineering for the project. 
He did suggest, perhaps, a 2- to 3-foot extension of the 
overhang pointed toward the fields. He said widening the 
backstop might also help. 

Board members wondered why these details were 
not described in the variance application. 

"We wanted to at least get a sense that we weren't 
going to be ordered to remove the structure first," said 
Quirk. 

The matter was continued until February 11. 

After Quirk left, the board spoke candidly 
about the matter amongst themselves and Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey. 

Board member Betsy Dunn said Quirk inherited 
the mess when he took his position at Tabor, and the ZB A 
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chairman blamed Tabor's former lawyer for dragging 
their feet. New member to the ZB A Kate Mahoney needed 
more details to wrap her head around the matter. 

"They (Tabor) did lose in court, and they are 
trying to fix it," said Shippey. 

Relations with Tabor have improved recently, said 
Shippey, "I would hate to see something that would deter 
that." He said, before, Tabor would just build whatever it 
wanted without permits. 

Now, the board agreed, Tabor has used up its "get 
out of jail free card." 

Also during the meeting, the board continued 
the hearing for 20 Old Indian Trail, OIT Realty Trust, 
care of Jacqueline Gaffey, for the razing of a single-family 
dwelling to rebuild it on the same footprint, although 
the elevation would be raised, along with the concerns of 
abutting residents. 

Patricia DeCosta, an immediate abutter, said 
when Gaffey raised the elevation to accommodate a new 
septic system, water started to escape the Gaffey property 
and pool onto other yards. 

"There is so much water in the neighborhood," 
said DeCosta. "It's not staying on their property" She 
said Gaffey' s property is already five feet higher than 
surrounding yards, calling the Gaffey' s proposed house 
"a house on a hill." 

"I don't care what he does with the house. I think 
it would be an improvement," said DeCosta. It is the 
fill that would elevate the property and create further 
flooding on others' properties. 

Thinking back to when the septic system 
application went before the Board of Health, Dunn said 
she remembered that hearing. 

"You were assured by the engineer . . . that you 
wouldn't have water. I remember that," said Dunn. 

Gaffey' s engineer Dana Nilson said water had 
always been an issue in that neighborhood, but neighbors 
rejected that defense. 

"It's a vernal pool," said resident Lisa Riccardi. 
She said it was a wetlands violation the way the water 
from the Gaffey property flows into surrounding 
wetlands. She said the plan called for a swale, but there is 
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no swale, she stated. 

Abutter Ben Baptiste said he just paid about 
$20,000 to enforce his basement against flooding. 

"All the water just goes into my basement," said 
Baptiste. 

The board continued the matter until February 11 
so the property could be visited and assessed. 

In other matters, the board closed the public 
hearing for a special permit to raze the existing house at 
16 River Road to build a new house. The matter was taken 
under advisement. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for February 11 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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ConCom Grants Emergency Certification to DPW 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on 
January 13 issued a number of negative determinations 
for various Requests for Determination of Applicability, 
as well as a few Certificates of Compliance and an 
Emergency Certification for the Marion Department of 
Public Works for a wastewater outfall located off Ryder 
Road near Burr Brothers. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Norman 
Hills said that shortly before Christmas, the DPW made 
the request for the Emergency Certificate to address a 
large hole scored out by water flow, which started to 
undercut a nearby seawall. 

Hills said a Chapter 91 Waterways license 
issued by the Mass Department of Environmental 
Protection would be required for work on the seawall, 
yet he doubted the Town would receive it in time before 
the Emergency Certificate's 30-day deadline for work 
completion. 

"If they can't get it before January 17, they will 
then have to come back with a Notice of Intent," said 
Hills. "But I don't think they're going to be able to act on 
this." It takes time, he said, to get a Chapter 91 license. 

"I can't imagine what that water's got to be like 
coming out of that pipe," commented Conservation 
Commission member Stephen Gonsalves, adding that it 
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must be a fast current to cause such a hole. Commission 
member Jeffrey Doubrava said the pipe being so close to 
the bottom floor must have something to do with it. 

In other matters, the commission granted a 
negative determination - meaning wetlands will not be 
altered by the work and a Notice of Intent is not required 
- for Dennis Luttrell of 25 Rocky Knook Lane to upgrade 
a failed sewage disposal system, with work being done 
within the 100-foot buffer zone to a bordering vegetative 
wetland. 

The commission issued a negative determination 
for Irene Roszkiewicz of 6 Ichabod Lane for the upgrade 
of a septic system for an existing four-bedroom single- 
family house.

Duck Blind Startles Teacher and Resident 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Although outdoor recreational activities, 
especially hunting, are expected in a rural community 
such as Rochester, having a duck blind near Rochester 
Memorial School was alarming enough for a teacher to 
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notify Rochester's Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. 

A duck blind is a camouflaged shelter, sometimes 
made of brush, which conceals duck hunters. 

The blind is situated on the edge of Hartley 
Reservoir, property now owned by the state and managed 
by the Massachusetts Department of Fish & Game. 

The teacher told Farinon that he takes students 
onto the property, which is adjacent to the school, and 
was concerned about the safety of the children. 

The property was purchased by the state with 
funds partially secured from the sale of hunting permits. 
Thus, this property, and many others throughout 
the state, is land designated for recreational use and 
conservation land of animal habitats. 
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Farinon said during the January 19 meeting of the 
Rochester Conservation Commission that a resident had 
also called her office to alert her of the blind having been 
set up. She added that the existence of the blind on state 
property is not something that is jurisdictional for the 
local commission, but she did want the commissioners to 
be aware should they hear anything about it. 

Earlier in the meeting, the commission approved 
a Certificate of Compliance for Michael and Lois Mentzer, 
6 Thistle Lane. 

The commission also found that James Welch, 357 
Neck Road, would not be required to have an amended 
Order of Conditions in order to remove a fallen tree. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation

Board Discusses New Town Planner Role

Snow whirled across the road and an icy wind cut 
like a knife, which delayed a few board members for the 
Marion Planning Board's January 19 meeting. 

As the members gathered at the Marion Music 
Hall - a change of venue to accommodate a Board of 
Selectmen meeting at the Town House - they chatted 
amongst themselves and displayed frustration with a 
possible approaching winter storm while waiting for the 
rest of the board to arrive. 

When the entire board had arrived, members 
briefly approved minutes from previous meetings, and 
then discussed the new town planner. These discussions 
made up the majority of the meeting. 

Marion has recently hired Kenneth Buckland as 
the part-time town planner, and they were pleased to 
report that he began work this week. 

Planning Board member Norman Hills reported 
that Buckland has already met with several members of 
town government, including Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Robert Zora. Hills continued on to discuss 
Buckland' s role as the Town Planner. 

"We intend to set up office hours. They can 
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impart wisdom ... or their opinions," he said. "We'll have 
the schedule finalized soon." 

"I'm pleased to hear that," said Planning Board 
Chairman Robert Lane, "as it's something we talked 
about doing during the interview process." 

Hills also recommended increasing the consulting 
and planning budget request amount from $12,500 to 
$16,450, to pay for Buckland's town planning expertise. 

"We have enough to cover until the end of the 
year," Hills explained. "If we get the increase, we can 
cover his salary until mid-June, which gives us more time 
to clarify our plans." 

After the new details concerning the town 
planner had been covered, board member Eileen Marum 
made a motion to adjourn the meeting. 

"I think we're done here," said Lane as he and 
the rest of the board agreed with Marum. "Thank you for 
coming out tonight, for such a brief meeting," he joked. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for February 2 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Report Shows ORR Schools Progressing 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
on January 13 reviewed the data from the state's 2015 
school Accountability Report, which showed the numbers 
behind the high school's return to a Level-1 school and 
the junior high's steady progress towards meeting its 
goal. 

Narrowing proficiency gaps in all categories and 
areas, said ORR High School Principal Michael Devoll, 
propelled Old Rochester Regional High School back up 
to a Level-1 status after one "down year" in 2014 when 
MCAS scores dropped, bringing the school down to a 
Level-2. 

Highlights of the Accountability Report for the 
high school include a performance index score of 77 for 
the all-students category, exceeding the target of 75 points. 
The high-needs group was right on target at 75. 

The junior high, although it fell short of its target 
in all categories, demonstrated growth even with the 
switch from the MCAS to the more rigorous PARCC 
exam. 

Principal Kevin Brogioli said students did 
particularly well in Math, where the school scored the 
highest, and reduced the number of students in the 
warning level, thus earning it extra credit points. 

The important thing, said Brogioli, is that the 
school keeps progressing at a steady rate. 

"If we repeat what we did this year, next year we 
would be Level-1," said Brogioli. "I can't promise that 
. . . but I was very happy with last year's accountability 
results." 

In other matters, ORR High School approved two 
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new English Language Arts courses that Devoll proposed 
for next year. 

The two new half-year ELA elective courses are 
entitled "Sports Media" and "Creativity, Inspiration, and 
Innovation." 

"Both are courses we are excited about offering," 
Devoll said. "We try to give our students as much of an 
offering as possible." 

Last year, the school added genealogy as an 
elective, which was a big hit with students, and with 
February being the time of year when students begin 
selecting next year's courses, Devoll wanted to get these 
new ones approved and posted as soon as possible. 

Also during the meeting, school committee 
members made haste in approving a $5 increase in pay 
for substitute teachers and paraprofessionals effective 
immediately, as well as an additional increase effective 
September. A shortage of substitute teachers in all four 
Tri-Town school districts prompted the pay raise. A raise 
in the state minimum wage to $10 was also a factor in the 
decision. 

"We have not increased our substitute pay 
rate since 2002," said Superintendent Doug White. "By 
bringing it up a little bit, we may have better luck filling 
some of those positions." 

Paraprofessionals were earning $60 per day, but 
they will now earn $65 and then $75 in September. Non- 
licensed teachers will go from $65 to $70 and then $80 in 
September; certified teachers have gone from $70 per day 
to $75, then up to $85 next school year. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for February 10 at 6:30 pm 
in the ORR Junior High School media room. 

Flooding in the Library 

ORR Update

It appeared to be a normal day at Old Rochester 
Regional High School, with students shuffling off the bus 
and into the school, heading to their homerooms for yet 
another day of classes. But as the students walked by the 
library computer lab on Wednesday morning, something 
seemed awry. 

There was quite a commotion occurring in the lab 
as janitors hurried to get the computers out of the room. 
Water had flooded down from the ceiling into the library 
and the adjacent lab, and the primary concern was to 
remove any and all electronics or books that were at risk 
of damage. 

Principal Michael Devoll explained the details of 
what occurred. 

"At around 6:00 am on the morning of January 
6 th , our morning custodial sweep of the building noticed 
that there was water spilling out into the hallway outside 
of the athletic director's office and the computer lab off of 
the library," said Devoll. "So, they went into the computer 
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lab and there was water pouring from the ceiling. What 
had happened was a unit gave out in the ducts above the 
ceiling. What I was told was that the unit was fifteen years 
old and one of the parts on it gave out, causing the water 
to come down through the ceiling tiles." 

The unit will be fixed in order to prevent future 
leakage, Devoll said. 

The custodial crew at ORR was able to remove the 
computers from the lab. Once removed, the main concerns 
became cleaning the carpet and stopping the leak. 

"We immediately started to clean the water, and 
we called ServPro to come and assist with that," Devoll 
said. "We got all the computers out of there. We moved 
them into another lab. They still work; we're in good 
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shape." 

The biggest issues, said Devoll, were getting rid 
of the water, drying the water, making sure that there 
was no mold that was going to develop, and cleaning the 
carpets. 

Although the computer lab was severely flooded, 
it appears to be limited to only the lab, as only a small 
section of the library itself was wet. 

As for the books and other resources in the 
library, nothing was damaged. In the computer lab, 
however, there were a few technical casualties. 

"We lost three computers in the computer lab," 
said Devoll. "All the other computers were saved." 

School life without a library has been rather 
difficult, especially with research paper time rolling in. 
Students during study have found other labs in which to 
print essays and gather to work on projects. 

Teachers have relocated any work on research 
papers and other work to different labs (or utilized the 
multiple Chromebook Carts available for classrooms). 

The inconvenience, however, is temporary, as Devoll 
explained. 

"Initially, we were told one week, which would 
be January 13 and it's clearly not," said Devoll. "So we 
are set at the second week, and we're looking at January 
20th." 

So, fellow students, worry not! The library will be 
up and running again before we know it. 

As for the school budget, this incident shouldn't 
affect it in any way. 

"We have insurance, and we have a deductible 
that will cover this, so it won't impact our regular 
budget," explained Devoll. 


Examining Privilege: Honoring MLK 

Tabor Academy News

Tabor Academy honored the legacy of Martin 
Luther King Jr. with a program that focused on the 
history of the civil rights movement and current day race 
relations, highlighting micro-aggressions and visible 
and invisible aspects of privilege. The day started by 
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gathering together in advisory groups to discuss the 
different kinds of privilege. 

The first exercise was a privilege walk, an activity 
meant to highlight the different forms of privilege. 

An adult read statements that signified privilege, 
such as "Have you grown up in a household with 50 or 
more books?" or "Does one or both of your parents have 
a college degree?" If you answered yes, you stepped 
forward. 

Then, there were statements that revealed a lack 
of privilege, such as "Has anyone ever assumed you 
were lying based on your race, gender, sexual orientation, 
or identity?" or "Have you ever felt unsafe walking at 
night?" If you answered yes to any of these, you took a 
step backward. At the end of the activity, people were 
scattered all across the room based on their movements 
during the activity. 

There was another exercise in which students and 
teachers gathered in a circle and stepped into the circle 
when they identified with a certain group (i.e. English 
was my first language, I was born in the U.S., etc.). After 
these two activities, the groups gathered to discuss their 
reactions and thoughts on what was shared. 

"I really enjoyed the exercises in the morning," 
said one student. "It forced us to step out of our comfort 
zone and admit some of the judgment we've passed on 
others and recognize some of the judgment passed on us." 

"The 'privilege walk' was a very eye-opening and 
liberating experience," said Tabor student, Kellie Navarro. 
"The activities proved to be difficult for many since it 
involved the exposure of sensitive information that is 
uncomfortable and private. However, it was interesting 
and refreshing to observe how willing the members of the 
group were to share their experiences." 

Anika Walker-Johnson, the coordinator of 
the day, emphasized the importance of "leaning into 
discomfort." This method of embracing vulnerability 
helps to "facilitate honest discussion," as Walker-Johnson 
described it. 

The expectation was that everything said was 
truthful, said with good intentions, and confidential. 

Thus, students were able to open up about their 
experiences with racism, sexism, classism, privilege, and 
other forms of discrimination. Many mentioned Tabor's 
supportive environment that made them feel safe sharing 
such personal stories and thoughts. 

After this group work, speaker Dr. Kimberly Ellis 
spoke about being a "Global Digital Citizen in the Era 
of Unfinished Business." She said that while we often 
consider racism an issue of the past, it is still very present 
in today's society, and a prominent method of activism is 
through social media. She discussed various important 
hashtags in recent history - #BlackLivesMatter and 
#SayHerName, for example - and how they catalyzed 
widespread protests. 

"Dr. Kimberly C. Ellis did an excellent job in 
reflecting on the way history has shaped our lives and 
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touching upon topics that are frequently overlooked for 
its controversy," said Navarro. "Martin Luther King Day 
was an opportunity to explore and educate oneself on the 
idea of privilege and the stereotypes that are associated 
with all ethnic groups." 

Overall, the day led to a lot of internal reflection 
and productive conversation. The reaction was 
overwhelmingly positive, and everyone felt more exposed 
to the differences of others and more educated about both 
the history of activism and present day examples.

In the Republican response to the "State of 
the Union," Governor Nikki Haley hit Trump's tough 
line on immigrants, Muslim immigrants in particular.

For all the stark realism and ballyhooed "natural 
light" cinematography of The Revenant, the movie tips 
its true hand as an aggressively directorial film when the 
hero, Hugh Glass (Leonardo DiCaprio), is so close to the 
camera that his anguished, halting breath fogs the lens. 
You see, this is a deathlessly significant work about man's 
inhumanity to man against a backdrop of unforgiving 
nature, but there is a man behind it all — a man of vision 
and integrity , you serfs — and you'd better appreciate his 
hard, crucifying labor, and Leo's, too. See, there he is, 
suffering before you, steaming up the damn camera lens. 
Well, which is it? Is this a spiritual document of peerless 
verisimilitude, or is it filmmaker preening, reminding you 
that, above all else, this is a movie? 

Based on his debut Amoves Perros , I've been loyal 
to director Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu for years, but 
after one bummer after another, as well as last year's well- 
acted but show-offy Oscar winner Birdman, it's probably 
time to admit that Inarritu has a loud voice but not much 
to say with it. At its core. The Revenant is a simple story 
about Glass, a fur-trappers' scout left for dead after a 
bear tears him up. He survives, and spends the rest of the 
long and winding movie trying to catch up with his chief 
betrayer, John Fitzgerald (Tom Hardy), and presumably 
put serious hurt on him. By the end. Glass rejects the idea 
of revenge, though he's already brutalized Fitzgerald so 
much — in an ugly, endless brawl — that the movie gets to 
have its gory cake and eat it too. 

Sitting through The Revenant , I kept recognizing 
other movies in it. The natural-lighting gimmick was 
done better by Kubrick in Barry Lyndon; the basic story 
was told before in 1971's Man in the Wilderness, which 
took up nearly an hour less of our time; the sometimes 
discordant score (by Ryuichi Sakamoto among others) 
recalls Neil Young's fuzzbox music for Jim Jarmusch's 
acid western Dead Man (and this film's dependence 
on an Indian helping an ailing white man was already 
parodied nicely by Jarmusch); and the symbolic heaviness 
of man against nature got some play in Joe Carnahan's 


underrated existential drama The Grey. No grey here; 
this is strictly black and white, with the half-scalped 
Tom Hardy practically twirling his mustache as he refers 
to Indians as "tree niggers" — one of the few things he 
growls through his Brillo beard that you can understand. 
(At times, I thought I could discern phrases like "kung fu" 
and " jolly brisket" in that mop-spatter of sad, orphaned 
syllables.) Hardy's Fitzgerald also gets a monologue 
about how he met a man who thought a squirrel was God; 
then Fitzgerald killed and ate the squirrel. So he's not only 
the Devil, he's a god-devourer, like Galactus or Darkseid 
in the comic books. 

In contrast to the racist, mutilated Fitzgerald, 
the thick-maned Glass (he even has all his teeth) has a 
dearly departed Indian wife and a half-breed son. He's 
spiritually an Indian himself, just like Jack Crabb and 
John Dunbar. Despite that, we are shown that there 
are good Indians (the Pawnee) and there are "savage" 
Indians (the Arikara, responsible for the Saving Private 
Ryan massacre that kicks off the movie, though they too 
come in handy for the white man later on). Can it be that 
the critics' dartboard The Lone Ranger actually boasted a 
more nuanced vision of indigenous Americans than this 
lionized sadomasochist trip offers? 

Inarritu was already working on The Revenant 
when he won the Oscar for Birdman, otherwise I'd call 
this the classic post-Oscar folly. Now that it has twelve 
nominations of its own and is favored to take the big 
win in a month or so, it seems ready to become a folly 
atop a folly. There are a lot of elements yanking us out 
of possible absorption in this supposedly realistic film 
— a bear that doesn't look quite real, other shots and 
sequences with obvious CGI doctoring. And yet the 
movie doesn't even get as gnarly as the real story did — 
the actual Hugh Glass let maggots feast on his bearclaw 
wounds to prevent gangrene, and Indians sewed a bear hide 
to his back to cover the gashes. If you're waiting to see that 
happen to Leonardo DiCaprio in a $130 million motion 
picture, keep waiting.
